The Exportation of Wheat from Famine- 


Stricken Russia. 


LONDON, Nov. 7. — Notwithstanding 


the Russian famine large quantities of 
Eussian wheat continue to be imported 
to England, the amount rather ex- 
ceeding that of last year. The reason 
of this is that to put a stop to the ex- 
portation would strike a blow at the 
commercial interests of Southern Rus- 
sia which might in the eud prove more 
calamitous than the famine. Tho pro- 
lilbition of wheat was seriously medi- 
tated, and at one time intended by the 
czar's government; but tho representa- 
tions of the English and Russian firms 
at Odessa induced a change in the de- 
cree. 
Pitiable plight ot Bsturned Emigrants. 


LONDON, Nov. 0.—Eighteen distressed 


Brazilian emigrants have landed, at 
Southampton. They wont ti Brazil 
from Bradford, Leeds, Sheffield, and 
other placet in England. They tell 
harrowing stories of suffering. Nine 
of the party died 'in one day, and tho 
survivors were too weak and sick to 
bury the bodies, which were pounced 
upon and partly devoured by vultures. 
The party, of which these eighteen are 
iho remnant, left England in March 
last. 


Troubled About the Succession. 


LONDON, Nov. 7.—The St. James Oa- 


zotto says that the liberals are greatly 
exercised over the question of succes- 
sion to the party leadership on the re- 
tirement of Mr. Gladstone. So critical 
is the condition of Sir Wm. Vernon- 
Harcourt's eyes, the sight of one hav- 
ing been temporarily lost, while that of 
the other is threatened, that it is not 
thought he can become the successor of 
Mr. Gladstone or act as leader ol his 
party in parliament. 


Saved Thalr Vtoaroy br Loalnff Thalr 
Heads. 


SHANO-HAI, Nov. 7.—Quite a number 


of Chinese 
have been beheaded at 


Wuchang, by order of the viceroy, for 
posting placards inciting to violence. 
Ever since the captain of the British 
gunboat Aspie notified the viceroy tlmS 
in case of further attacks upon foreign 
residents the gunboat would shell his 
excellency's palace, comparative order 
lias been maintained. 


Redmond, the Parnellltn, Defeated. 
COBK, Nov. 0,—The election passed 


oft quietly, thanks to the precautions 
of the authorities. The count will not 
take place until to-morrow, but it ia 
admittted that the majority for Flavin, 
anti-Parnellite, is certainly 1,000 and 
probably 1,500. 
Mr. John E. Red- 


mond, tho Parnellite candidate, ad- 
mits defeat, and attributes it to cleri- 
cal intimidation.

VERDICT OS TBS JURY. 


The Story of Harry Ogden's Death 


Told by Witnesses 


THB VBEDICT. 


Coroner Bendure did not finish the 


inquest on the body at Harry Ogden at 
the Bollard rooms until nearly four 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. Eight wit- 
nesses were examined. 
They added 


nothing of special interest in connection 
with the saloon tragedy other than was 
given in the account published in the 
RIPCBUOAN laat evening. Here ii the 
verdict ot the jar;: 


THE TBBDIOT. 


la the maitor ot the Inquisition on the body 


of Harry Ogden, deceased, held at Decatur, 111., 
an the Gth day of November, A. D. 1891: We, tb» 
uDUerslgaed Jurors, sworn to Inquire of tbe 
death ol Barry Ogden, on oath do nnd that he 
came to Ills death by a blow trom a deadly 
weapon, said weapon being an open knife In 
the hands of a person identified, but to us by 
name unknown, taat the blade ot said knife 
penetrated the body ol said Harry Ogden lour 
laches below and one inch and oBO-quarter to 
the left ot a vertical line below the left nipple, 
and extending Inward and downward toward 
the median line ol tne body. Tlio wound which 
caused the death ol said Harry Ogden was In- 
Illcced In the saloon ol Zaoh Melhorn at 218 East 
Main street, Deoatur, 111., at about 9 o'clock, 
Thursday evening, November 6,1891.

The first witness examined wue Will 


Dunham, who was very anxious Co be put 
on the stand first, so he could get away 
on the first train foe Taylorville. 
He 


testified that he had spent the afternoon 
of Thursday with Ogden, 
They hod 


driven about the city in one of Dimock's 
buggies. After 8 o'clock in the evening 
witness and Ogden visited the Robinson 
poker room over the Melhoru saloon. 
Ogden fell asleep in a chair, and Dunham 
engaged in a game ot poker with Will 
Kramer and two strangers. Witness got 
into an altercation with Kramer,who was 
ordered out of the place, Ogden awoke, 
and all went down the back stairway, 
Heard Ogden say us they passed down, 
"I'll get him," 
Witness did not enter 


the saloon at onoe, but when he opened 
the door he saw Ogden and one of the 
strangers exchanging blows in front of 
the bar. 
Witness thought he could 


identify the man with whom Ogden 
fighting. 


Harry Hathaway, who held Dunham 


until the party left the room, confirmed 
what Dunham had said about Ogden 
being quiet in the poker room, and wit- 
ness described the two strangers aa Meloy 
and bis friend. Ogdeu did not say any- 
thing in tbe room except to aek Hatha- 
way to let Dunham go. 
2Z'ich Mulhorn, proprietor of the saloon 
where Ogdeu was killed,saw Ogden in tbe 
saloon at 8:30 the night ol the murder; 
saw him pass through to the rear. Half 
an honr later he re-entered the saloon 
from the rear, closely following two stran- 
gers, who were near the front door on 
their way out. Heard Ogden make a 
threat as he came in, and say, "Hold on, 
I'll get both of yon!" Ogden ran and 
overtook the two men beyond the screen 
door, and a fight began, Ogden and the 
man ot sandy complexion pressed back 
in front of the bar, Bad esou ctrack the 
other, but no words were uttered. There 
were four or five blows exchanged. The 
stranger gave an underhand blow, when 
he left through the rear door. Witness 
did not sea any weapons until after 
Ogden fell, when he saw an open knifo 
on the floor. Ogdeu had walked to a 
point near the stove, when he said: "I 
believe I'm hurt," and then he passed 
back to the front of the bar, when he fell 
on the floor and expired. 


Will B. Kramer testified that he had 


been playing poker in the Robinson room 
with Dunham and the two strangers, and 
then he repeated the quarrel about the 
game in which he won 81.25. Dunham 
had 35 cents in the "pot." Dunham 
jumped np with a threat, and Hathaway 
held him. I was ordered out, and I left, 
Think the two strangers went down the 
stairway ahead of me. As I passed out 
of the front door ot the saloon I heard 
some one call out from the inside, "I'll 
get yon." Did not see Ogdeu in room 
up stairs. 


Adam Melhorn, John Melhorn and 


John Wallace, who were in the saloon 
hat evening playing cards, corroborated 
anh Meluorn's testimony as to what 
gclen said and liis manner when he en- 
ered from the rear, John and Adam 
[elhnrn saw the "scrap" in front ot the 
ar, and first saw Ogden strike the first 
low. 
They saw the stranger 
pass 


trough to the rear after the separation 
nd m his hand was an open knife with a 
lade saemiugly about four inches long, 
hey also saw the knife on the floor and 
escribed it accurately. 
John Owens, foremun at O. M. Cald- 
ell's livery stable, where Ogden was 
mployed, tailed to positively identify 
ie knife alleged to be Ogden's. He 
new the knife iu question had a cork 
'Crew on tbe buck, but he thought tbe 
uage was at the end instead ot in tbe 


liddle. He said Skinny Rankin had 
old Ogden the knife. Witness could 
ot identify the single bladed knife which 
ad been fonnd in a pocket of Ogden's 
rouse re.

ILLINOIS OITIBS, 


The Official Census Just Issued— 


Deeatur'a Grain. 


The census office haa inst completed 


its final compilation of the population it 
Illinois by motor civil divisions. Of the 
102 counties in the state thirty show 
slight decreases. The growth ot popula- 
tion in Illinois is altogether in the cities 
and towns. The population of the state 
is 3,826,361, an increase of 748,480. All 
of this increase is aooountfld tor, and 
more, by the growth of population in 
forty-seven oities and towns. Under the 
tenth census tbere were thirty-eight cities 
and towns having a population of 4,000 
or more, with an aggregate population of 
841,462. Under the present census tbere 
are forty-seven cities, towns and villages 
having a population of 4,000 or moiei 
with an aggregate population of 1,604,- 
493. Thus an increase is shown in the 
aggregate population in oities ot this 
size of 760,481, or 90.06 per cent. Of 
these forty-seven places two only show 
decreases. 


The largest increase numerically is 


foand in Chicago, which has increased 
596,665, or 118.58 per cent daring the de- 
cade. Large increases are also found in 
Peoria, Rockford, Joliet, Elgin, Aurora, 
Deoatnr aud Streator. Tbe largest per- 
centages of increase are found m Austin, 
Oak Park, Streator, Chicago, Elgin, Joliet 
Bockford and Deeatur.

EGAH'S. ULTIMATUM. 


Beourea a Prompt Response from 


the Chilian Junta 


ARC PROTECTION FOR THE LEGATION 


From Threatened Mob Violence—The 


Minister Charged with Harboring 


Conapiraiors—Thj Charge Offi- 


cially Denounce by Chili. 


SANTIAGO, Chili, Nov. 7.— Wild sto- 


ries have been in circulation here for 
several days to the effect that a con- 
spiracy had been formed among the 
refugees in the American legation for 
the assassination of Col. Canton, who 
so successfully led the congressional- 
ists during the recent insurrection. As 
a result of these reports a mass meet- 
ing of citizens was held in the plaza 
yesterday to denounce the conspiracy 
and to 
take whatever action was 


deemed necessary. 


Minister Eg-an notified the junta that 


threats of an attack upon the legation 
had been made with the avowed pur- 
pose of securing the refugees. 
In very 


fine tones Mr Egan announced that the 
junta will be held directly responsible 
for any damage which might be done 
to the legation or any harm that might 
befall any of its inmates. The junta 
promptly dispatched a troop of cavalry 
to the United States legation for its 
protection. 


At the plaza meeting many fiery 


speeches were made nuil the United 
States legation and its troop of so- 
called conspirators were severely de- 
nounced. 


Just before the close of the meeting 


government officials distributed a cir- 
cular among the crowd which an- 
nounced thnt the conspiracy stories 
were devoid of all foundation. This 
had a soothing eiFect upon the excited 
tjiti/.ens, and they dispersed to their 
homes without making any demonstra- 
tion whatever ngauiht the legation.
